Your directors beg to submit the Annual Statement of the affairs of the Bank 
at close of books on November 30th last, covering the year's business. The net profits 
amount to $738,597.19, which is less thar those of a year ago, but it will be borne in 
mind that conditions have been less favourable. Our interest bearing deposite have 
grown to a considerably larger sum latterly, while our call loan funde—nearly 
$11,000,000--have likewise greatly increased under a slowing ‘down of trdde activity, 
the latter yiclding a substantially less return than at any date for many years back 


After paying the usual dividend of 0 per cent., we have disposed of the surplus 
earnings by writing down Bank Premises Account $100,/00, contributing $25,000 to the 
Officers’ Pension Fund, and carrying forward the balance to Undivided Profite Ao 
count, which has now reached the total of $400,997.94. 


All the Branches of the Bank have been duly inspected. We have found {it distr 
able to close the sub-office at Douglas Ontario, which did not justify being con. 
tinued. We have opened Branches at Melville, Sask., Wainwright, Alta., and in 
Toronto on Parliament Street. 


With reference to the world-wide monetary stringency experienced the past year, 
bordering at timea on panic conditions without claiming undue prescience, we had 
early indication of the coming storm and prepared for something of the kind well in 
advance, so that our course through the growing pressure was made much easier 
and without stress to our extensive discounting clientele, Meantime, a clearer finan 
cial outlook haa supervened, and we look from this on to a gradual .evival 
of general trade, following upon an excellent crop in the North-West and ‘ood prices.

“After fifteen years of experience at 
Monte Carlo,” writes a newspaper cor- 
respondent, “costing a sum I should be 
ashamed to name, after a thorough In- 
vestigation of more than 400 different 
Systems and progressions, after hav- 
ing employed a mathematician, 1 can 
say with certainty that it is absolutely 
{Impossible for any system to win at 
Monte Carlo, Sir Hiram Maxim is 
wrong when he says the chances are 
ten to one agninst the player, I say 
they nre a hundred to one against the 
pliyer.” 

This Is rather an overstatement, for 
a few players do win, by luck, not by 
system, or by a system based on luck, 
as when a man backs the number of 
his hotel room or a woman backs her 
age, Perhaps 2 or 8 per cent of the 
players win ocensionally, and the rest 
lose, not only Lecause of the bank's 
percentage and the restralning maxi- 
mum, but because this is a struggle 
between a man and a machine—a man 
with nerves and emotions, a machine 
with no nerves and no emotions, Tet 
the system be ever so perfect, the gain- 
bler with strength of will to follow it 
has not yet been born, If he bad such 
strength of will, he would not be a 
gambler.—Clevelund Moffett tn Sue

To remove tuk from paper, cloth or 
other absorbent substances, the come 
position tn bottle No, 1 is applied so as 
to saturate thoroughly the Ink-covered 
spot; a blotter placed underneath will 
absorb atl waste moisture, Rinse out 
then apply tiuid Ne. 2 

Ry the combined use of the two flutcs 
thus deseribed, writting trks or other
